The Artillery is very large, and the Generals of this nu- 
merous army are Meff. Alton and Stade for the infantry, and 
Harrach and Lelier for the cavalry. 

Confidering how much better, more acceflible, and Afer, 
the port of Antwerp is than Amfterdam, the general fenfe of 
every trading nation in Europe mutt be for the reitoration of a 
port, which, next to Hamburgh, is the beft opening for trade 
to flow in upon the continent. It is not therefore to the Em- 
a alune, but to the whole wer/d, that the Dutch are to re- 

ore it. 

According to letters from Ratifbon by yefterday’s mail. the 
Elector of Bavaria is making preparations at his palace in that 
city, to receive his Imperial Majefty, who was daily expected 
there from Vienna, in his way to Flanders. The Elector of 
Bavaria has as fine a body of troops as any in Germany, fo that 
the Emperoi’s vifit is expected to be political. 

The affair at Lillo between the Emperor and the Dutch 
forces, which has aceafioned the commiffion of hoftilities by 
land, was in confequence of an order of the States to the Dykes

overflowed. The Lempfburke dyke is entirely de(troyed, and a 
track of conutry for near twenty miles in circumference urider 
water 3 in the lower part of which, about Beverwyck, Embrelt- 
wyck,’ and Zaime, the, country is entirely drowned ; men, 
women,.children, and a quantity of cattle, have perifhed in 
the water. ‘The Dutch officers, in confequence of this order,

have caufed ftill more terrible inundation, when the Imperial 
troops rufhed upon them, and. prevented the irruption, A. 
great number of the Empcrur’s dominions being by this means 
overilowed,. it canaot fail of-adding to the complaints he has 
alveady made againft the Dutch : it will, however, retard ope- 
rations,. unlefs'th¢ frawt fers in freedily, when marching over 
the ice, which is very common in Holland, will give an eafy 
and fhort atcefs to the country.
